A utMou rea<’I ax 1 iih during tin* pant 
work of tla* existence of a ciiw of yel¬ 
low fever in Sanford, hut inquiry han 
mi far failed to confirm it, and we 
trust it may prove unfounded. Travel, 
is uninterrupted oil the railroads to 
and from Sanford, and there appears 
to he no present cause for alarm, 

Wt/have hern having a remarkable 
specimen of Indian summer lately, and 
people who are anxiously waiting for 
cooler weather to check t be spread of 
the fever have wondered if it would 
never come. There are indications as 
we write, however, that the heavy 
rain now in progress will lie followed 
by cooler weal her, 

Tiik orange'crop is going fot ward 
quite rapidly. The fruit is ripening 
nearly a month earlier than usual, on 
account of the warm, dry weather we 
have had, and growers seem to prefer 
taking t heir chances with fruit rather 
under-ripe to the probability of a glut 
and total loss later in the season. A 
better system of marketing, which 
would give growers confidence to hold 
their fruit unt il fairly adpe, and then 
ensure reasonable returns, is still the 
great need of our fruit growers. 

SiuiM'KKS of fruit will lie grateful for 
t he efforts of the .laeksonville Auxili¬ 
ary Sanitary Association, whose com¬ 
mit tee on transportation has suc¬ 
ceeded in arranging for the running of 
a steamer of the i'lyuc line from May- 
port, at the imAitli of the St. .John’s 
river, to New York. The Dcliary line 
will run from up river points to < ou¬ 
nce! with these steamers, passing Jack¬ 
sonville m mid-stream without stop¬ 
ping. The first departure from May- 
port is set for Saturday, November 
10th. 


WH have a “Bidwell Late" peach 
t rcc that has taken advantage of the 
wunh weather to put out some blos¬ 
soms and new leaves, as if it were 
spring. The buds began to open about 
November 1st, and about twenty live 
or thirty blossoms have since appear¬ 
ed, some of which look as it they would 
set fruit, while some of the branches 
are thickly set with expanding leaves. 
Thu trueisayoung one,'set last w inter, 
has grown rapidly, and is now bloom- 
j ingforlhc first time. A rather late 
application of fertilizer probably 
j helped to stimulate theunusual effort.

This they have not done to any appre¬ 
ciable extent. They are clannish in 
defending t heir race, very often, in the 
commission of crimes, and they make 
too little distinction among them¬ 
selves bet ween the virtuous and the 


depraved—t he honest ami the dishon¬ 
est.—the industrious and the indolent. 
This is tlie first step to he taken in 
social advancement—the foundation 
upon which the fabric must rest—ami 
neither political privileges nor church 
organisations can establish any other 
that, call be maintained, or can be 
desirable.— A thin hi Jnurmtl.
